A preliminary report of vital sta- 
tistics in Canada for 1933 gives the 
following figures relative to deadly 
diseases: Of the heart and arteries 
22,434; infants under one year, 
16,282; cancer, 10,646; T. B. (all 
forms), 6,825; pneumonia, 6,484; 
violent death (including suicide, 
homicide, drowning, traffic acci- 
dents, etc.), 6,196; nephritis, 5,517; 
influenza 4,023; diarrhoea enteri- 
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tis, 3,394; apoplexy, 3,200; appen- 
dicitis, 1,455; stomach, 1,389. Re- 
port from Washington D. C. shows 
that heart disease claims the great- 
est number of lives. Next in order 
follows cancer, apoplexy, Bright’s 
disease, pneumonia, tuberculosis, 
infant mortality, influenza, sugar 
diabetes, and diarrheal disease. 
“Set thine house in order for thou 
shalt die and not live. Who know- 
eth what a day may bring forth.”

IRAQ-HAIFA PIPE LINE 

Extending from Kirkuk, the cen- 
‘ter of the great oilfields, a distance 
of 1,160 miles and costing approxi- 
mately, 10,000,000 pounds sterling. 
These pipe lines start in the border 
hills of Persia, cross the Tigris and 
Euphrates via Haditha, thru the 
Lebanon mountains, while another 
crosses the desert south of Damas- 
cus, descending thru the famous 
valley of Esdraelon or Armaged- 
don, where many of the Israelites’ 
crucial battles have been fought 
and where antichrist will stand up 
against the Lord’s anointed. The 
capacity of these pipe lines is 4,- 
000,000 tons of oil annually or 
about 28,000,000 barrels.

COMMUNISM ACTIVE IN U.S. A. 

As reported by the editor of 
“Prophecy’—“Government reports 
show there are more Communists 
in Los Angeles county at the pres- 
ent time than in Russia at the time 
when Lenin and Trotzky began 
their revolution. 

Communists are drilling in uni- 
form every Sunday in Tujunga 
Canyon on leased land. The uni- 
form is blue with a blue overseas 
cap and a scarlet sickle and ham- 
mer over the left breast. As they 
are not armed they are not break- 
ing the law. 

There is in Los Angeles a col- 
lege for training Communist agi- 
tators. The courses include street 
riots, propaganda work in colleges, 
propaganda in the Army, Navy and 
National Guard; propaganda in 
government relief camps. 

The activities are directed by a 
general staff of trained experts.The 
Los Angeles section consists of a 
Secretariat,Central Executive Com- 
mittee; various departments such 
as: Agitation and propagand:; 
trade unions, Negro activities, 
youth activities (particularly train- 
ed to infect the Boy Scouts), wom- 
an’s activities, defense (in court, 
etc.), 103 Communist special units 
for working among the various 
trades and crafts—steel workers, 
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needle workers, electricians, etc. 

“A recent government report says 
that the Communists party in this 
country has grown 300 per cent 
since our recognition of Russia. 
While the party is still small it 
must be remembered that every 
member is a trained agitator.” If 
these agitators were in Soviet Rus- 
sia, in rebellion against its govern- 
ment, every last one would be shot. 
Yet in America they go unhindered 
and unpunished as though they 
were not violators of law, even 
though they are inciting war and 
revolution. Such is the attitude cf 
Christian America or of Nero’s fid- 
dlers while Rome burns.

Statistical reports show there 
were approximareiy 36,000 lives 
lost as a result of auto wrecks in 
the United States in the year 1954.

QUESTION 

Some one has asked that I give 
an explanation of Prov. 16:35 
which reads as follows, “The lot is 
cast into the lap; but the whole dis- 
posing thereof is of the Lord.” The 
practice of casting lots in ancient 
times was customary, in which 
case the lot might have been some 
manner of stones differing in shape 
or color being placed into the 
bosom or fold of the garment, 
Chap. 6:27; 17:23; 21:14. These 
were sometimes placed in a vessel 
or in the fold of a garment and 
drawn or shaken from thence. The 
casting of lot is mentioned in Num. 
26:55, also in Josh. 18:10; Judges 
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29:9; 1 Sam. 20:21; Acts 1:24. 
Such a method was used asa 
channel through which providence 
might guide an affair or affairs 
which seem too hard fer man. 

In such cases where the human 
mind could not properly discern 
the truth of the situation and 
where a judgment or an_ opinion 
must be rendered, it also removed 
the probability or possibility of hu- 
man device or trickery in trying to 
favor himself or others whom he 
desired to favor and committed the 
entire affair to chance which in 
these cases was guided, ruled or 
overruled by providence. By ex- 
amining the records and scriptures 
mentioned above it will be found 
that this practice was used with 
great accuracy. 

The latter clause of this text 
charges the Lord with the dispos- 
ing of the entire matter. In such 
cases the Jewish nation learned to 
see the hand of God and the ruling 
of divine authority. This manner of 
decision or disposition of guilt or 
crime of things of religious nature 
was used by the judges where, aft- 
er examination, a decision could 
not be suitably rendered or made 
available and especially in cases 
where the evidence was conflict- 
ing. It was also used by the apos- 
tles in seeking to fill the office of 
Judas made vacant by his suicide. 
Such methods were not resorted to 
in New Testament times after the 
enduement of the Holy Spirit was 
given to the apostles or leaders 
thru and by which they were 
equipped for service by the divine 
mind being imparted unto them. 
But for those peoples who served 
only in the shadow of those things 
to come it was necessary that there 
be some way whereby the Lord 
might administer in the affairs 
over which they were not capable 
of exercising authority. The cast- 
ing of lots in such a case was 
one of the provided instruments. 

We must learn to see in the cast- 
ing of lots as we are taught under 
grace that the disposing of our af- 
fairs rests with a higher power. 
Thus, we should say, If the Lord 
wills we will do this or that, and 
has He not promised to bring to 
light all the hidden things and to 
manifest them openly? We may be 
free to decide certain matters eitl- 
er for or against right, but if the 
matter is to be disposed of for the 
good of all concerned, then God 
thru grace must make disposition

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cAn Open Letter to Sabbath Keepers 


(CONTINUED) 

Your next reference is to Rev. 
14:12. Presumably the point in 
question is the mention of the 
“Commandments of God.” We will 
therefore consider your other re- 
ferences to the “Commandments” 
and the Sabbath jointly; viz., Rev. 
22:12-14; Gen. 2:1, 2; Ex. 20:3-17. 
In short, you want someone to ex- 
plain why we do not keep the Sab- 
bath according to the requirements 
of the Mosaic Law. This question 
has been thrashed out again and 
again, and Paul wrote whole books 
differentiating between the claims 
of Law and Grace, but neverthe- 
less, We are pleased to make known 
our position. 

First, the Law of Moses; name- 
ly, the ten commandments given to 
Moses on Mt. Sinai, was not given 
to the Church, but to Israel alone, 
on the occasion of their deliver- 
ance from Egypt. In Jer. 31:31, we 
are informed that the covenant 
which is the Law, was made with 
the Fathers of the House of Israel 
when “He took them by the hand 
to lead them out of Egypt.” (Also 
Ex. 34:27, and a number of other 
passages substantiate this asser- 
tion.) 

The Law concerning the Sab- 
bath was a memorial of that event; 
“But the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the Lord thy God:***And 
remember that thou wast a ser- 
vant in the land of Egypt,.and that 
the Lord thy God brought thee out 
thence through a mighty hand and 
by a stretched out arm; therefore 
the Lord thy God commanded thee 
to keep the Sabbath day.” Deut. 
5:14-15. 

Let us illustrate. Whoever heard 
of an Englishman keeping the 
Fourth of July? Up there in Cana- 
da that day means no more to your 
folk than any other day, but to us, 
here in the United States, the 
Fourth of July is full of signifi- 
cance. It is the anniversary of our 
independence, when we threw oif 
the yoke of England, and gained 
national freedom. Therefore it 
means much to us, while to you it 
is just another day. 

It is obvious therefore that 
Christians are not required to keep 
the Jewish Sabbath for the simple 
reason that it concerned Israel on- 
ly, and because we have had no ii- 
teral deliverance from Egypt. We 
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have had a mighty deliverance, to 
be sure, but not from Egypt. Our 
deliverance is from sin. Jesus died 
to set us free from sin. He gave 
Himself as a perfect sacrifice on 
Calvary’s cross, and descended in- 
to the chambers of death to effect 
our complete redemption and de- 
liverance. As proof of the Father’s 
acceptance of the _ propitiatory 
cross work of His son, He placed 
His seal of approval upon it by 
raising Him from the dead, and on 
the first day of the week presented 
His resurrected Son as the token 
that Calvary’s bargain had _satis- 
fied the claims of offended justice. 
From that glorious morning the 
Christians have been gathering on 
the first day of the week in com- 
memoration of their emancipation 
from sin. It is true that Jesus died 
on Friday to pay the debt, but it 
was not until the first day of the 
week that the news came of His 
victory in the conflict. 


In regard to your questions con- 


cerning the keeping of the com- 
mandments, it would be a good 


idea to ascertain which command- 
ments are referred to. It is the con- 
tention of the Adventists that the 
commandments of the Law are the 
ones in question, which is not true. 
Tie Bible distinctly speaks of two 
sets of commandments—the Old 
Covenant and the New Covenant. 
It is well known that Jesus gave 
some commandments when He 
was here, not embodied in the orig- 


inal decalogue. For example, “Ye 
must be born again,’ and “Ye 


have heard it said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not kill; and who- 
soever shall kill shall be in danger 
of the judgment: But I say unto 
you, That, whosoever is angry with 
his brother without a cause shail 
be in danger of the judgment, and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raca, shall be in danger of the 
Council; but whosoever shall say 
Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hell fire.” (Matt. 5:21-22.) Notice 
this, “But I say unto you.” We cer- 
tainly cannot get by the command- 
ments of Jesus. What shall we do 
about both covenants? The Ad- 
ventist says, “Keep both,” and lays 
more stress on the Law of Moses 
than the Law of Christ. They are 
not emphasizing the born-again 
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experience, but setting 
giving preference to the 
Moses. Let the Bible settle 
score. 

Speaking concerning the Law 
and those that desired to be under 
the Law, after Jesus came, Paul 
illustrates the predicament in Rom. 
7, thus: “For the woman which 
hath an husband is bound by the 
law to her husband so long as he 
liveth; but if the husband be dead, 
she is loosed from the law of her 
husband. So then if while her hus- 
be married to 
another, she shall be called an 
adultress: but if her husband be 
dead, she is free from that law; su 
that she is no adultress, though she 
be married to another man.” This 
is Paul’s picture of those profess- 
ing Christians who held to the 
Law—adultresses, with two lov- 
ers; affections divided between 
Christ and Moses. And here is 
where Paul drew the line; they 
were either Christians free from 
the law, or else Law keepers and 
Judaizers, free from the Law of 
Christ and Grace. Law keepers 
therefore are not Christians. 

Having established the promise 
that we cannot hol] to both cove- 
nants, it will be an easy matter to 
see which one is now in vogue. The 
following passages will enlighten 
us. 

With reference to the two cove 
nants, “He taketh away the first 
that he may establish the second.” 
Heb. 10:9. 

“For if the first covenant had 
been faultless, then should no 
place have been sought for the sec- 
ond, For finding fault with them, 
he saith, Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, when I will make a 
New Covenant with the house o! 
Israel, and with the house of Ju- 
dah.” Heb. 8:7,8. 

“In that he saith, A new cove- 
nant, he hath made the first old. 
Now that which decayeth and 
waxeth old is ready to vanish 
away.” Heb. 8:13. 

The Epistle of Galatians is a 
treatise on this subject. Observe a 
few quotations therefrom: ‘This 
only would I learn of you, Received 
ye the Spirit by the works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith?” 
Gal. 3:2. Where is the person that 
can testify to salvation through the 
works of the Law? We have seen 
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hundreds receive the Spirit as a re- 
sult of hearing and obeying the 
gospel, but have never heard of 
one case of a conversion to Christ 
through the keeping of the Law. 
One young man met the Lord and 
said he had kept all the command- 
ments from his youth. Jesus did 
not contradict him, but said, “One 
thing yet thou lackest.” The terms 
of salvation are faith and repen- 





tance—not adhering to the Law. 
“Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster, to bring us to 


Christ, that we might be justified 
by faith.’’ Ch. 3:24. The Law serv- 
ed its purpose, gave us the know: 
ledge of sin and guilt, and prepar- 
ed the way for the advent of tlre 
Savior. 

“Christ is become of no effect 
unto you, whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are fallen 
from grace.” Gal. 5:4. No one can 
measure up to the Christian stan- 
dard, while clinging to the Law. 

“ Stand fast therefore in the li- 
berty wherewith Christ hath made 
us free, and be not entangled again 
with the yoke of bondage.” Ch. 5:1. 
The yoke of bondage was the law, 
“a yoke which,” says Peter “neith- 
er our fathers nor we were able to 
bear.” Acts 15:10. 

Jesus said He came to fulfill the 
Law, which means to complete. 
That is exactly what He did. 
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“Love,” says Paul, “is the fulfill. 
ing of the law,’”’ which means the 
love of God in the heart of man in- 
spires him to all the works of 
righteousness. The new heart giv- 
en to believers has written upon it 
the law of Christ, so that Chris- 
tians love to do their Savior’s will. 

“The law was the shadow of 
good things to come.” Jesus was 
the person who cast the shadow. 
When He came a voice from the 
heavens said, “This is my beloved 
Son, hear ye him!’ Because they 
love Him the church is listening to 
Him, His commandments, and 
“are not under the law, but under 
grace.” Rom. 6:14. 


So the Lord does not require us 
to keep the commandments of 
Moses or the decalogue in order to 
be accepted of Him, and the prom- 
ise of the Holy Ghost is to them 
that “obey Him”—the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The special commandment 
to those who would receive the 
Spirit is, first, believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and repent. (Acts 2: 
38). 

Space will not permit a more 
detailed explanation of this sub- 
ject, but may the Holy Spirit en- 
lighten every one who may be in 
doubt about this subject, and help 
them to turn to Jesus and Him 
alone. 





Spiritual Inventory

Text, Dan. 5:27, “TEKEL; Thou 
art weighed in the balances, and 
art found wanting.” 

As we approached the end of the 
old year and began the new, when 
men of the world who possess big 
and little enterprises take stock, 
thus assuring themselves of their 
financial standing, we were  per- 
suaded to believe that in the face 
of cold facts relative to the condi- 
tion of the times which plainly in- 
dicates the soon coming of Jesus, 
that we as individual followers of 
the Lord the Righteous Judge, 
should prayerfully examine our- 
selves and see whether we still be 
in the faith or not. How necessary 
it is for us to evenly tip the scales 
of God’s righteous judgment. How 
easy it is to add to our lives some- 
thing which God’s Word condemns, 
perhaps unwittingly but none the 
less detrimental to our Christian 
life. On the other hand, thru the 


lack of prayer and spiritual zeal, 
we omit some things which tend 
to our Christian development. 

In Heb. 12 Paul says, “Let us 
lay aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us.” If, after tak- 
ing inventory, we find some weight 
in our Christian experience, which 
is causing us to be unevenly ba!- 
anced, let’s lay it aside and, for- 
getting the things which are be- 
hind, reach forth unto those things 
which are before and go thru this 
new year on an evenly balanced 
scale. How important it is that 
those who are called out to do ser- 
vice for God be so evenly balanced 
and in line with God’s Word that 
the ministry be not blamed. 

Just a few things which no 
doubt we have all observed. Com- 
formity to the world in dress. I 
have had people express them- 
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selves to me thus, “I surely would 
like for certain parties to conduct a 
revival, but their mode of worldly 
dressing would hurt their influ- 
ence among the people.” Here we 
need to add the weight of aamon- 
ition given in 1 Tim, 2:9, 10, “In 
like manner, also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and so- 
briety, not with broided hair, or 
gold, or pearls, or costly array; but 
(which becometh women profess- 
ing godliness) with good works.” 
We may pray, preach, testify, and 
sing, unctionized by the Holy 
Ghost, but if we allow ourselves to 
be unevenly balanced on this line, 
it will hurt our influence. 


Failure to bridle the unruly 
member, the tongue. I have heard 
some workers ably deliver the 
Word of God and step out of the 
pulpit and kill their message with 
their tongue. Beloved, this ought 
not to be so. 

Familiarity with the opposite 
sex. Having been reared in the fair 
south land, I can truthfully say in 
the time I spent there up until six- 
teen years ago there was a vast 
contrast on this line between the 
southern and northern people. 
Possibly it is not so now since the 
spirits of the last days are preva- 
lent in the land. Oh how we need 
to guard our influence along this 
line. Tho our hearts and minds are 
pure, our influence can be sadly 
blighted. 

In 2 Peter 1:5-8 we find seven 
graces which should adorn our 
Christian life, which Peter says if 
they be in us and abound that they 
will make us that we will neither 
be barren nor unfruitful. In these 
are embodied the essence of the 
manifold qualfications of a_ well 
balanced Christian character. 
These are to be personally added 
and practised, thus portraying to 
the world a_ practical Christian 
life. 

If we are lacking in our spiritual 
weight, let’s go into the new year 
with the resolution that we will en- 
deavor to so live that when we 
come before God these words may 
not pierce our ears, “Thou art 
weighed in the balance and are 


found wanting.”

Should Preachers (Who Do Not Have 
“Ghe Holy Ghost Pastor Ghurches

We almost hesitate in express- 
ing our opinion concerning this 
matter, however, deeming :t one of 
importance and concerning which 
several questions have been asked, 
I feel it very necessary to say 
something at this time. The Gen- 
eral Assembly has ruled that only 
licensed or ordained ministers may 
pastor churches. However, the 
question would naturally arise, Is 
this simply a man-made ruling, or 
will the Scriptures bear out and 
support such a decision? 

Bishop 

When we turn to the Scripture: 
we find that the bishop was prop- 
erly the pastor with the deacon as 
his assistant. The bishop was re- 
quired to be vigiliant, sober, of 
good behavior, given to hospitality, 
and apt to teach. Since upoa the 
Holy Spirit depends the revelation 
of divine grace and it is particular- 
ly its office to lead in the way of ail 
truth and show us things to come 
and to receive of Christ the things 
that be of Christ and show them 
unto us, it is incidentally neces- 
sary that the bishop should have 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
John 14:22. If he does not have 
such a baptism he could not be an 
apt spiritual teacher, and since in 
a measure the fruits of the Spirit 
would necessarily be absent in his 
life, he could hardly be as vigilant, 
sober, or of the same behavior or 
essential hospitality as would 
those who have received the Holy 
Spirit as an enduement for service. 

Deacon 

The deacon was required to hold 
the mystery of the faith in a pure 
conscience. If there be a mystery 
surrounding the ministry of Christ, 
and if there be a hidden faith not 


plainly in view to all, and if the 
scriptures are found to be a pro- 


duct of the Holy Spirit and are in- 
spired as we believe them to be, 
the deacon could not hold such 
ministry and mystery of faith at its 
par value without the endue- 
ment of the Holy Spirit for ser- 
vice. It remains therefore that in 


the light of the scripture only those 
who have received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit thru which alone 
is imparted gifts or enablemenis 
for divine service, are eligible for 
these positions. 
Unfortunate 

It is, however, unfortunate in 
some cases as there are men who 
have been preaching without the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
whose ministry is in some sense 
fruitful, but not in the full Pente- 
costal light. It has in some excep- 
tional cases been found necessary 
to allow ministers who have not 
received the Holy Ghost to serve 
as temporary pastors, however, I 
wish to state that where such has 
been permitted that it has been 
done so by the authority or permis- 
sion of the state or district over- 
seers alone, which is in violation 
of the rulings of the General As- 
sembly itself, and with que respect 
to all concerned, permit me to fur- 
ther add Iny own personal opinion, 
that where such violafions are per- 
mitted by overseers that the apos- 
tasy has not only begun in such 
cases but has the official stamp of 
the ministry placed upon _ it by 
those who sanction or give permis- 
sion for men who do not have the 
Baptism to pastor churches. It is 
required of the husbandman that 
he be first a partaker of the fruits 
which is essentially necessary in 
this case to produce not only the 
bloom but fruits of Pentecost. 

The Usual Complaint 

sut the usual complaint of those 
ministers who have not received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost er 
those who desire to have them 
preach is that they have been call- 
ed to preach. The call to preach 
the Gospel is not enough. By ex- 
amination of the Scriptures it will 
be found that the apostles were al- 
So called and were sent to preach 
before they were baptized with the 
Holy Spirit, Matt. 10:1; Luke 10:1. 
The call was permanent, the com- 
mission under such circumstance 
was only temporary. They minis- 
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tered alone in the name of Jesus 
and upon His authority, but after 
His resurrection these same apos- 
tles were commanded to tarry in 
the city of Jerusalem until they 
were endued with power from on 
high, Luke 24:49; Acts 1:8. 

To the ministers or individuai 
who has a divine call for service. it 
is not sec much that they must 
preach as it is to do a particular 
kind of preaching, therefore th» 
most needful thing in such an 
individual’s lite and incident tc the 
high or heavenly calling is that he 
be baptized with power from on 
high. In this way and this alone 
can a general apostasy be prevent- 
ed. If you desire to take issues with 
me in this matter I might state, 
that in every case where a minis- 
ter does not have the baptism and 
desires to preach he usually points 
to some one else who has been al- 
lowed temporary ministerial priv- 
ileges and insists that he be grant- 
ed these same privileges. The same 
is true of members of a local 
church, they always point to some 
other irregularity as a reason for 
why another should be permitted. 
If such practices were allowed to 
continue it would eventually result 
in a multiplied number of such 
ministries throughout the Church 
‘at large. It has been well said that 
no stream can flow above its foun- 
tainhead. When churches are 
turned over to those who do not 
have the Baptism to officiate as 
pastors, the spiritual life of that 
church, regardless of how faithful 
some of its members are and how 
determined they are to have suc- 
cess, will sooner or later begin to 
decline, to the sadness and regret 
of those who are gravely concern- 
ed. 

Such a declension can only be 
prevented by men who minister un- 
to or pastor churches coming to 
the divine requirement before they 
embark upon such a serious under- 
taking and responsibility. It is not 
enough to simply preach the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, the minis- 
ter is the vessel thru which God 
has chosen to manifest the gifts 
of the Holy Spirit, not that they 
are limited alone to him, but that 
he is chosen as first witness of 
such gifts and ministries of the 
Holy Spirit. He stands in the door- 
way by whom the laity must pass 
into deeper spiritual life. There- 
fore, the apparent need of the Holy 
Spirit is rendered more necessary 
by those duties that devolve upon 
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the minister or pastor. 


Of those men who later became 
the Ephesian elders, the Apostle 
Paul asked this question, Have ye 
received the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed? He knew it was a divine 
requirement and was in harmony 
with the commandment of ow 
Lord to tarry for an enduement or 
service and the fulfillment of New 
Testament and apostolic promises, 
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Acts 2:39. We are always in har- 
mony with divine purpose when 
we insist upon compliance with the 
divine principle or pattern. We are 
never justified in lowering our 
standards but always insisting that 
they be lifted. Trusting God to 
bless all who are concerned and to 
lead those ministers who are at 
present so situated as those to 
which this article has reference, I 
am faithfully.

The devil is also like the ser- 
pent. He is spoken of as a serpent. 
In this same book I read the story 
of a preacher riding through the 
forest who noticed a squirrel that 
seemed to be perfectly still on a 
tree. He had heard that serpents 
would charm birds and squirrels 
After passing by he decided to ride 
back and see. The squirrel was still 
sitting on the tree unmoved. He 
decided to ride around on an old 
road that had been made by the 
falling of a tree across the thor- 
oughfare. His horse leaped into the 
air. Looking down he saw a large 
rattlesnake stretched out ful? 
length. He dismounted, struck the 
snake and wounded it. Leaving 
the snake he went to the squirrel. 
The squirrel had fallen off the tree 
still stupefied. He went back and 
killed the snake, picked up the 
squirrel and noticed that it was 


gasping its last breath. In a few 
minutes it died. Now Satan 


can 





charm thousands of people until 
they have lost all their spiritual 
life, and only for the intervention 
of some one in prayer to rescue 
them they would lose out com- 
pletely. 

I also read the story of a friend 
who gave his experience. He said 
that he was so tried it seemed he 
could not break the clutch of Sa- 
tan. He made a confidant of one 
of his bosom friends and _ thev 
prayed together, often praying al! 
night; and for two long years Sa- 
tan severely tried him. He kept up 
his work and kept praying with 
apparently no victory over the aw- 
ful trial. At the end of two years, 
with the loss of many of his 
friends and those who knew him, 
he gained the victory and the last 
account we had of him he was a 
happy Christian. He often told his 
experience that melted thousands 
to tears and caused men and wom- 
en to make new resolutions and be 
overcomers in the Lord. 

It seems strange that these fiery 
trials will try us but when we are 
tried, if we will be true, God will 
bring us out more than conquerors. 
He will finally run the lion away 
that has held us spellbound, and 
break the spell of the snake and 


give us victory, but we will have 


to put up a fight against the work- 
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ing powers of Satan it we are vic- 
torious. We may not have the 
courage and opportunity that 
Joseph had to run away from his 
trial and be put in prison, which 
proved to be a wall of protection 
for him. Other characters in the 
Bible are too numerous’ to men- 
tion. Daniel was tried to the limit 
but he prayed until God brought 
him out more than conqueror. .t is 
when we become discouraged and 
sit down to brood over ou: failures 
that the lion of heli gets hold uno 
us. It is only in the strength of 
Samson and David that we will be 
able to slay the lion and turn our 
footsteps toward the testimonies of 
the Lord. If the lion of trial is 
growling and glaring over you, re- 
member God has delivered thou- 
sands and He will also deliver you 
if you will fully trust in Him. 


We think of the young prophet 
who went to Jeroboam in Bethel. 
What a victory he gained that day 
in healing the withered hand of the 
king, doing many things nh, the 
name of the Lord! Got warned him 
to go back another way, not even 
to eat bread in that place. He lefi 
with victory and no doubt also 
complimented himself of power to 
achieve great things, but an old 
prophet sent a servant and stopped 
him, persuaded him to turn back 
and disobey God. After he had dis- 
obeyed God in dining with the old 
prophet, he started on his way 
home but he was lost, blinded, and 
the lion slew him. What a sad fate! 
It almost scares me when } think 
about these things. There is only 
one safe place for us in these days 
of trial and temptation and that is 
on our knees with our Bible in our 
hand, doing the will of God. There 
are so many things to lead people 
aside today, the moving picture 
show and worldly gatherings. I am 
afraid the holiness people are giv- 
ing too much time to entertain- 
ment and ritualism in place of 
praying and exercising love and 
faith and staying in the _ simple 
paths of duty rather than influenc- 
ing the world by their accomplish- 
ments and great ability to do 
things. Finally let us learn the im- 
pressive picture of the hunter. Be 
sure that you understand how to 
fight and conquer the enemy. Re- 
member that the lions of destruc- 
tion are hunting for you and you 
must have God on your side. The 
enemy always knows when we are 
unarmed by prayer and obedience
